At the Magistr‘cy on Saturday Mr. H. 'E. 
W:debouse, Coroner, opened an inquiry Into the 
circumstances attending the death of Umraz 
Khan, a Agvifdar of the Hongkong Regiment,

succumbed to Injuries alléged to bave been 
inflected on blm by Nawab Shah, a corporal of 
the. deceased's regiment, with a revolver.

Laban Goodger, a petty officer {In the Royal 
Navy, attached tothe torpedrdeps: at Kowloon, 
sald—Atg209 on Thursday night 1 was at the 
Derét when I heard a shot fired dawa the road, 
and two minutes afterwards I heard » man 
shout, J ran ahd saw three Chinamen standing 
in the middle of the road. They seemed to be 
greatly alarmed atthe firiago! the shat, and look- 
ed over thele shoulders towards Yaumati, 1 
passed the Chloamen aod went farther up the 
road, and saw deceased twisting round ia the 
middle of the road, and as I got there he fell on
